DIALOG  MANAGER  UPDATE 

To  prevent  an  overload  of  our  CPU,  the  Dialog  Manager  part  of  ISPF  is 
being  delayed. 

However,  we  have  developed  some  utility  applications  of  Dialog  Manager. 
From  the  SPF  primary  option  menu,  entering  a  "U"  will  take  you  to  anoth- 
er menu  which  lists  the  various  choices.  These  are  general  purpose  CSD 
Utilities. 
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1.  Option  "1" 

This  utility  allows  you  to  do  the  following: 

a.  If  you  know  a  user  number,  you  can  find  the  corresponding  user 
name. 

b.  If  you  know  a  last  name  or  part  of  a  last  name,  you  can  obtain 
the  corresponding  user  number. 

c.  This  displays  the  complete  set  of  user  numbers  and  names.  You 
can  use  SPF  commands  to  find  a  name  or  number.  New  users  should 
use  this  utility  to  check  whether  or  not  their  user  number  is 
available  for  use. 

2.  Option  "2" 

This  is  a  specialized  utility  for  building  allocation  CLISTS  for 
user  written  dialogs.  Implementation  will  coincide  with  the  release 
of  Dialog  Manager. 

We  intend  to  add  more  CSD  Utilities  as   time  goes  on.   If  you  have  ideas 
for  utilities,  call  Buzzy  at  444-2881. 


VIRTUAL  PRINTER  SUPPORT 


A  new  TSO  command  processor  from  VPS  has  been  installed  to  allow  a  TSO 
user  to  print  an  O/S  data  set.  The  data  set  may  be  sequential  or  parti- 
tioned and  may  contain  appropriate  ASA  or  machine  control  characters. 
The  documentation  received  from  VPS  can  be  viewed  by  entering  HELP  PRIN- 
TOFF  on  a  TSO  terminal.  If  you  have  any  questions,  call  Tom  at 
444-2860. 

VPS  has  been  installed  at  CSD  for  approximately  two  years  and  has  demon- 
strated its  capabilities.  One  of  the  little  known  features  of  VPS  is 
that  VPS  allows  the  user  to  have  a  fairly  low  cost  medium  speed  RJE 
printer.  These  printers  attach  via  coaxial  cable.  CSD  had  coaxial 
cable  installed  throughout  the  capitol  complex  last  fall.  This  cable 
can  be  used  for  3270  local  attach  or  a  VPS  printer.  For  more  informa- 
tion, call  Dennis  Sheline  at  444-2860. 


SAS  ANNOUNCEMENT 

CSD  has   acquired  the  SAS   (Statistical  Analysis  System)   software.   Our 
installation  schedule  is  as  follows: 

1.   Base  package  installed  and  ready  for  use  by  May  14,  1984. 
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2.   Possible   future  acquisitions   include  FSP   (Full  Screen  Product),. 
Graphics,  and  ETS   (Econometrics  and  Time  Series  Analysis).   We  are 
currently  planning  for  the  installation  of  ETS  in  the  summer  or  fall 
of  this  year. 

The  consensus  of  the  committee  evaluating  SAS  was  to  recommend  acquisi- 
tion even  though  limited  assistance  will  be  available  from  CSD  in  the 
next  several  months.  Most  agency  representatives  on  the  committee  felt 
immediate  installation  would  be  beneficial  in  spite  of  limited  support 
from  CSD  until  the  staff  was  available  to  support  SAS  and  training  pro- 
grams could  be  developed.  At  the  present  time,  CSD  has  no  one  on  the 
staff  trained  in  SAS  to  help  you  with  questions.  We  are  releasing  it  in 
May  with  the  understanding  that  users  will  receive  no  support  from  CSD 
until  September.

MEGACALC  UPDATE 

When  printing  spreadsheets  on  the  6670  Laser  Printer,  you  must  include 
your  name,  box  number  and  billing  number  or  your  output  will  probably  be 
thrown  away.  To  avoid  messing  up  your  headings  or  data  pages,  you  may  go 
to  a  new  page  to  put  the  routing  and  billing  data.  For  example:

AF122  and  insert  the  following:

The  new  version  of  Megacalc  (see  below)  has  possibilities  for  handling 
this  better.  We  will  let  you  know  as  soon  as  we  have  worked  out  the  pro- 


cess , 
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New  Megacalc  Version 

A  new  release  of  Megacalc  is  undergoing  testing  at  CSD  and  will  become 
the  production  version  on  April  30.  The  main  difference  is  that  the 
print  problems  of  the  previous  version  have  been  cured.  Minor  differ- 
ences include  an  increase  in  the  number  of  rows  (up  to  9999),  a  way  to 
handle  uppercasing  on  the  menu,  and  other  menu  format  changes.  Call 
Gary  at  444-2860  if  you  have  any  questions. 

To  allow  use  of  the  "P"  command  when  outputting  to  a  device  with  upper- 
case characters  only,  type  a  "U"  after  the  line  length  on  the  override 
parameters  menu  (option  5).  Then  all  output  from  your  session  will  be 
forced  to  uppercase  with  either  the  "P"  or  "PU"  commands.  If  you  wish 
to  use  lower  case,  omit  the  "U"  suffix.  (You  may  still  issue  a  PU  to 
force  uppercase  if  you  change  your  mind  once  you  have  a  spreadsheet  in 
working  storage.) 


Miscellaneous  Applications

are  some  minor  uses  of  the  spreadsheet  software  that  save  time  and  pro- 
duce a  better  product. 


Gantt  Chart 

This  scheduling  tool  is  easy  to  lay  out  using  a  spreadsheet.  More 
importantly,  it  is  easy  to  change  when  the  schedule  changes.  You  may 
copy  the  skeleton  Gantt  chart  from  SHARE .MEGACALC .MODELS (GANTT)  if  you 
wish  to  develop  your  own. 


Personal  Work  Schedule  or  "TO  DO"  List 

If  you're  juggling  many  projects  at  one  time,  the  "to  do"  list  helps 
keep  them  in  perspective.  Start  date,  due  dates,  status  and  priorities 
are  easy  to  read  in  spreadsheet  form.  Adding  or  deleting  items  and 
changing  priorities  is  simple.  Projects  can  be  organized  by  priority 
using  the  'MR'  (move  row)  command.  A  sample  list  is  also  in 
SHARE .

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DATA  PROCESSING  ADVISORY  COUNCIL  NEWS 


On  April  5,  1984,  the  Data  Processing  Advisory  Council  met  and  approved 
a  set  of  strategies  to  direct  information  system  resources  toward  the 
achievement  of  the  following  information  system  goals: 

o  Improve  the  accessibility  and  manageability  of  information  stored  on 
computer  systems. 

o  Computer  literacy  and  technical  knowledge  of  state  personnel  must 
keep  up  with  evolving  information  management  methods  and  tools. 

o  Improve  the  systems  development  process  by  adopting  methods  and  uti- 
lizing tools  designed  to  make  programmers  and  analysts  more  produc- 
tive and  significantly  reduce  the  time  and  cost  of  developing 
automated  systems. 

o  Increase  the  productivity  of  state  employees  by  choosing  and  imple- 
menting appropriate  computerized  tools  for  use  in  state  government 
offices . 

o  The  integrity,  security  and  recoverability  of  data  and  programs  cri- 
tical to  state  operations  regardless  of  computer  configuration  must 
be  assured  at  all  times. 

o  Promote  the  appropriate  use  of  information  in  an  electronic  form  to 
reduce  paperwork  and  minimize  communication  delays.

MEGACALC 


Our  testing  of  a  new  release  was  interrupted  by  another  release  from  Mega- 
group.  Rather  than  have  you  learn  one  level's  changes  and  then  another,  we 
will  release  the  latest  version  April  30. 


Everything  mentioned  in  the  News  and  Views  article  on  page  7  applies  except 
the  handling  of  the  print  commands.  Ignore  the  "U"  suffix  information  and 
use  the  commands  as  follows: 


o   "P"  command  - 
o   "PL"  command 


to  print  uppercase 
-  to  print  lowercase. 


The  "PL"  command  is  not  documented  in  the  manual  or  new  release  information. 
It  is  the  natural  way  of  handling  printing  in  our  environment  so  you  should 
have  no  trouble  adjusting.  Any  questions  should  be  directed  toward  Gary  Wulf 
at  444-2860. 

This  release  of  MEGACALC  allows  you  to  route  the  print  output  to  a  standard 
OS  dataset  for  further  processing  or  storage  in  print  format.  When  signing 
on  to  MEGACALC  you  will  be  presented  with  a  menu  which  asks  whether  you  are 
going  to  print  the  output  or  create  a  dataset.  If  you  select  option  "D"  for 
dataset  creation,  the  system  will  respond  with  the  dataset  name  it  is  assign- 
ing. Write  this  down  for  future  reference.  It  has  the  format 
userid. MEGACALC. Thhmmss  where  hhmmss  is  the  time  of  creation.  NOTE:  This ^is 
a  temporary  dataset.  You  must  use  it  before  midnight  of  the  day  of  creation 
as  datasets  of  this  type  are  scratched  overnight. 

One  reason  you  may  wish  to  save  a  print  dataset  is  so  you  can  prefix  6670 
laser  printer  OCL  to  it  for  special  6670  printing  (or  if  you  just  don't  want 
to  include  routing  information  in  your  spreadsheet).  If  you  need  this  imme- 
diately, call  Gary  Wulf  at  2860  for  a  sample  setup.  We  do  plan  on  including 
an  OCL  creation  menu  invoked  from  the  print  dataset  menu  in  the  future.
